Secrecy With

ledge of the Occurrence. 


Capetown, U. of S..A.,/'Jan- 28.— 


The deportation from. South Africa 
of ten labor leaders was carried out 
so quietly last night that little was 
known o£ -the occurrence today. 


The men who had a prominent 


part in the recent strike arrived in 
Durban under a'., strong guard.

midnight they were placed on board 
the steamer Omgeni which sailed 
immediately for England.

Court Proceedings. 
Pretoria, U. of S. A., Jan. 28.—Court 


proceedings against the ministers of 
justice, defense and the interior be- 
cause of their action in deportation of 
the South African, strike leaders be- 
gan today. 


Tiie supreme court judge, Sir John 


W. V/essel, granted an application for 
leave to apply to attach the three 
ministers for contempt of court. The 
judge declared that if he had yester- 
<lav possessed the information he now 
had lie would have granted an in- 
junction restraining the government 
irom deporting the men. 


Demand His Recall. 


. Glasgow, Jan. 28.—The annual Scot- 
tish labor conference sitting here to- 
day passed a peremptory resolution 
demanding that the

ment recall Viscount Gladstone, gov- 
ernor general of South Africa, because 
of the deportation of labor leaders at 
Capetown.

CHANGE WITHYEAR i 


Battle of Future. Wifl Be in Air an 


Under Water, Says Famous Gen- 


eral—Spy System Abandoned.

Washington, Jan. 28.—The militar 


spy, 
as far as the United States i 
concerned, has been relegated to th 
discard. 
The secret service 
agent 


employed by the treasury depart 
ment, the secret agents and invest! 
gators employed by the .Departmeu 
of Justice and 
the 
Postoffice ' an 
State 
Departments, and men of th 
same rank employed by the Depart 
ments 
of .Labor 
and Commerce or 
white slave work, labor investigations 
and to ferret out customs frauds,' o 
course, are still on the .payrolls. Bn 
the old spy system in vogue with th 
War Department, and so much writ 
ten 
about in song and story, is , 
relic of the past, according to official 
of this branch of the government. 
This fact, which undoubtedly wil 
prove disconcerting to the novelist 
and romance writers, came out when 
estimates of the War Department re 
cently .published for 1914, failed to 
carry an appropriation for "military 
spies." Battle scarred

and majors, upon being questioned re

single "military spy" was employed 
as such.

"The Battlefield of the future," said

The automobile truck has just about

JOYS OF FARM LIFE 


University President Speaks at' Open 


ing Session of Country Life 


Conference. 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 28.—Presiden 
Charles R. Van Hise opened the fourth 
Wisconsin Country Life 
conference 
here this morning with an address in 
which he lauded rural life. With the 
telephone, automobile, good roads, ru 
ral mail, schoolhouses and social cen 
ters, Victrolas art and good reading 
in country homes, he concluded tha 
it is now possible to have the "joy of 
living" on the farm. 
"While much remains to be done 
in advancing the prosperity of the 
farmer both through increasing his 
output and in getting a larger pan 
of the sum which the consumer pays,' 
tie said, "his great problem is now 
;hat of living. It is not because the 
farmer boy is not prosperous that he 
*oes to the city; it is because rural 
:ife in the United. States often has 
been so- barren of joy as compared 
with the cities. And indeed in pion- 
eer days, when the farmers were very 
poor, when roads were impassable for 
jnuch of the year, 
when 
the only 
means of communication and trans- 
portation were the horse and the ox 
when the postoffice was a long way 
off, when it was difficult-to obtain 
lommodities from the city, the life of 
;he farmer on the social side was a 
meager one. But the changes in. the 
conditions within the 
past 
quarter 
century have removed most of these 
ilndrances." 
The first day's program was devoted 
o the subject of the rural school. W. 
D. Larson, state inspector of rural 
schools, gave the roll of honor of 
Wisconsin one-room 
schools.

K. L. Hatch defended the small rural 
chool, and the subject was discussed

STILL DISCUSS TAXES 


Essmann's Removal From His Job In 


Madison Has Political Signifi- 


cance Beyond a Doubt.

In one of my first articles I exploit- 
ed the fact that Calvin Stewart of 
Kenosha, the very ready democratic 
aspirant for any old ' office at all, 
would doubtless be a candidate for 
the congressional nomination in the 
First Congressional District and I see 
now that I was right. Stewart is out. 
No one who knows Calvin doubted 
but he would push his craft into the 
political stream'at the first possible 
moment, and he will doubtless have 
the aid,'what it is worth, of Wallace 
Ingalls of Racine, who was an aspirant 
for Cooper's job two years ago and 
who has sued every editor he could 
find who published articles against 
him. 
Ingalls is out to beat Cooper if 
he can, and if he cannot do it with 
his .own candidacy he will doubtless 
aid Stewart as far as he is able. 
J. J. Cunningham 
of 
Janesville 
made the race several years 'ago but 
he is out of it now, having the Janes- 
ville postoffice job. H. A. Moehlenpah 
of Clinton also had aspirations in the 
same direction, but alas, Cooper had 
too strong a hold on the first 'district 
republicans. 
Mat Lathers of Beloit 
wanted the nomination two years ago 
but failed to land it, but will doubt- 
less be a. candidate again. Then there 
is Thomas M. Kearney of Racine, 
whose candidacy is being urged. 'Kear- 
ney is a strong man, a good, consist- 
ent democrat, and would make a good 
race, but it really looks as though 
Stewart had what might be termed 
the "edge on them all." Stewart does 
not know when he is beaten, which is 
a good thing for a ever ready candidate 
and besides that he is a great talker 
so if talking counts for anything he 
is there. 
Before I leave this topic I would 
like to say just one word more. Coop- 
er has been in congress so long that 
he is one of the oldest members down 
in Washington. 
He is not, a cam- 
paigner, in the sense of the term, but 
he manages to win out year after year 
despite all sorts of opposition. 
His 
name has been mentioned for 
the 


United States senatorship. but not by 
Cooper himself. He sought the office 
when Stephenson was elected to fill 
out Spooner's unexpired term, and if 
I remember rightly had the solid vote 
of the First Congressional 
District. 
When one stops to consider that at 
that time Senator Whitehead of Janes- 
ville, the Nestor of the stalwarts, was 
in the state senate, and the three Rock 
county assemblymen uere all of the 
stalwart type, it meant 
something. 
That is the kind of a man Cooper is, 
and it is going to take more than a 
democratic year to elect a democrat, 
let alone a man like Calvin Stewart. 
This 
troublesome tax increase is 
giving the average 
politician more 
than a little bother. 
Of course the 


farmers found out about it when they 
came to pay their taxes, but if it had 
not been for so much publicity I doubt 
if their protests would have gone.very 
far.

Adams, also ! rushed into print with 
what might be termed most conclu- 
sive evidence that this cry of high 
taxes was incorrect. 
Governor McGovern went down to 
Milwaukee and placed all the blame 
on the shoulders of the voters, where 
it belongs. As I have said before, it 
is the voters who are to blame. They 
elected these reformers and they must 
take the consequences. 
It is bitter 
pills to swallow, particularly for the 
farmers. 
They 
laughed 
in 
their 
sleeves when the hue and cry went 
up two years, ago on the income tax. 
The merchants, the manufacturer, the 
professional man, paid this, they did 
not.

doubled, in some cases trebled, and 
they feel it. It is a funny situation. 
It is all right to laugh when the shoe 
pinches the other fellow's foot but 
nothing doing when it pinches your 
own.

One of the latest developments of 
the week has been the double somer- 
sault that Billy Essmanh. has made 
which landed him outside of the .state 
capital, minus a job, with policemen 
watching liim remove his personal ef- 
fects from his late office as superin- 
tendent of public 
property. 
There 
was a time when Essmann was the 
governor's only real advisor. When 
Francis was merely district attorney 
of Milwaukee county Essmann was 
his friend. 
McGovern 
ran 
for the 


United States senate and Essmanu 
aided him materially. 
McGovem ran 


for governor and was elected and Ess- 
mann was made superintendent of 
public property.', 
, 
Now this same job has been the 
sinecure of the governors' advisors 
for years. La Follette really created 
the late General Bryant his prime min- 
ister and placed him in the 'office of 
superintendent of public property, and 
since then it has been the custom for 
the personal adviser to hold down this 
job. 
We all know Essmann did not 
approve of McGovern's flirting with 
the bull moose crowd, with going back 
on La Follette at the Chicago con 
vention, but something 
must 
have 


happened to make Francis forget past 
"ayors and friendship to oust his old 
"riend in this way. Of course there 
is politics back of the move. Perhaps 
McGovern knew .that Essmann was 
'too busy" to aid him in the senator- 
ial fight, "buying the state's goods." 
It is a fine little job for a fine little 
worker and can be used to advantage.

•will then be no government, because 
government exists only on what the 
world of workers produces.

HIGHER TAXES. 


The Wisconsin Retail Merchants' 


Advocate, in a recent issue, takes up 
the question of higher taxes. It lays 
all the blame of the increase of the 
tax levies upon the reform legisla- 
tures and reform state administra- 
tions of the past decade and dis- 
cusses the creation of the "Wisconsin 
idea" as one of the reasons for the 
various experiments that have proven 
costly to the residents of Wisconsin. 
It then pays its compliments to Gov- 
ernor McGovern and his proposed 
market commission for the purpose of 
enabling producers and consumers to 
deal directly with, each other and thus 
eliminate the middle man. Jn dis- 
cussing this question it says: 


"The governor, we think, has never 


been a producer of any thing that was 
necessary for the sustenance of any 
consumer, and he is far less of a con- 
sumer than the average middleman, 
consequently and logically he must 
come under the characterization of a 
middleman of some sort, and as it is 
with the governor so it is with most 
men. 


"Of course the governor centers his 
attack 
on 
distributors 
of 
farm 
products particularly and he wants 
Mrs. Jones in Milwaukee to buy her 
butter, eggs and poultry from 
Mr. 


Brown in Clark county, through some 
tax increasing contrivance through a 
commission that would be but another 
'Wisconsin Idea' middleman for tax- 
payers to maintain, in'lieu of the 
present system of middlemen, that 
costs no one anything -except those 
who desire to purchase the service he 
renders- 


"It will require some costly means 


to assemble the produce of Wisconsin 
.and lay it down at the consumer's 
door in the few cities that would fur- 
nish a market for farmers and what- 
ever 
instrumentality the 
governor 


may be able to evolve establish and 
maintain through a market commis- 
sion, it must necessarily perform the 
functions of the present middlemen, 
consequently would be a middleman 
service of .some, type. 


"If through a market commission, 
state money is appropriated to fur- 
ther the plan, and the service of state 
employes devoted in 
promoting it, 


and co-operative markets made rent 
and tax free, the small proportion of 
the people in a few large cities who 
would patronize such subsidized insti- 
tutions, might be gainers, but 
as 


water finds its level, so would some- 
body be taxed to pay the cost the 
state sustained

the people at state expense.

ington than any one 'else: whom; I 
know." 
As a ploughboy driving his father's 
oxen over the fresh 
prairie 
of Illi- 
nois, he had known and talked with 
survivors of the revolution and 
on 
the rugged foundation of a life begun 
in pioneer hardships .of a family of 
twelve children 
had built a careei 
that took him to the Illinois legisla- 
ture as a member; speaker of the .is- 
sembly, two terms in the governor's 
chair, service in the national h.ouse ot 
representatives, and thirty consecu- 
tive years in the United States senate. 
His nearest 
living contemporary 
probably is 
"Uncle Joe" 
Cannon, 
whose senior 
he was 
some 
seven 
years by birth and some three years 
in national service. 
Andrew Jackson -was president of 
the United States when Mr. Cullom 
was born in 1829 down in the Elk 
Soring A^alley of Kentucky, near the 
Cumberland where the 
Culloms of 
Maryland and the Coffeys 
of North 
Carolina, drifting westward with the 
tides of immigration that set in at 
the close of the revolution, founded 
their early home. 
"During the year 1829," Mr. Cullom 
recenUy wrote to illustrate the epoch 
in which he began life. "The Crown 
of treat Britian descended from King 
Georee the Fourth 
to King William 
the Fourth: that reign passed away 
and I have lived to see the long reicn 
of Victoria come and go; the reign of 
King Edward come and go and the 
accession of King George the Fifth. 
Charles the Fifth ruled in France

QUESTION ARISES 


DO LOCAL PEOPLE 


TANGO CORRECTLY? 


Majority of Gliders Can See No Differ- 


ence From Old Tango and Its 


Refined Stage. 


Dancing in Janesville is getting to 
be getting quite an art, from the art- 
istic standpoint as well as from the 
mere pleasure of enjoying the activi- 
ty. 
There are 
some 
gliders who 
stand out above/others, as being more 
clever with their 
feet, 
and 
more 
graceful in their moves. But the real 
question that is causing such a com- 
ment at the dances held in this city, 
is, Do the Janesville 
people dance 
the tango correctly? 
As a matter of fact, the tango, as 
danced in this city, is nothing more 
than a slow walk, with a little bend 
now and then at the knees. Some 'do 
not even believe in bending thair 
knees, and walk around as stalwart 
as possible, thus causing that same 
question to be asked over and over 
again. And then there are comments 
by critics, who believe 
they 
know 
what the tango is, and how it should 
be danced. 
When the dance first originated, 
people, not only in this city, but in 
.every city and country, took the atti- 
tude that the dance was unfit for any- 
body tc participate in. They ordered 
a refined tango. 
This refined tango 
was started with a great deal of satis- 
faction 
and 
enthusiasm. 
Parents 
then allowed their children- to attend 
the parties, and to dance the refined 
tango. 
And there was a joke attached to 
the dancing of the old and refined 
tango. 
The only change in the old 


and new stage was a hint to the men 
regarding the correct form of hold- 
ing the girl. The 
left 
arm of the 
man should be in the same position 
as if he were going to dance the two- 
step or waltz, was the idea. A.nd that 
wasn't what the people kicked about 
at all. They objected to the 
close 
dancing. 


When the news of the change in the 
dance reached this city, the 
clever 
gliders immediately removed their 
left arm from about the girl's waist, 
and the visitors 
appeared 
satisfied, 
that the dance was being danced cor- 
rectly. 
Well, the 
dance, whatever 
you would call it, 
might have been 
danced properly; but was it the cor- 
rect tango? 
The original tango and the refined 
tango are about the same. There is 
no slow walk, nor a bend 
at 
the 
knees, at an angle of perhaps forty- 
five degrees, but there is that beauti- 
ful swing, which 
carries a 
couple 
from one end of the floor to the other. 
The body is moved in a very grace- 
ful position, every muscle being ex- 
erted, and by the time the dance is 
completed, the 
couple 
is fairly ex- 
hausted. 
It was not long after the tansrs was 
revised that the famous dreamy hes- 
itation waltz became thr rage in this 
city. By that time the tango was a 
forgotten pleasure. Today, however, 
the tango is again the popular dance, 
and in many cases there are couples 
who, if asked to dance the two-stey 
or waltz, would refuse attempting to 
try it, after dancing the taugo so con- 
tinuously. 
The same question still stares the 
dancers in the face: Am 1 doing the 
tango right? A combination of the 
hesitation and tango, as .danced in 
this city at. times, is 
oftentimes 
a 
subject for criticism. 
Of course, the 
real fact of the matter is, there are 
many people who say they hesitate on 
the- tango.
